Certain Banks In New York Have 
Working Forces Continuously. 
Four big banks In the Wall street 
district resemble th© great gold mines 
of th© west in on© striking feature. 
They have three eight-hour shifts of 
toilers, and the work never stops. One 
set takes up the routine where th® 
other leaves off. All night long, Sun- 
days and holidays, a staff of men in 
each of these banks is busy opening 
thousands of letters, sorting and list­ 
ing innumerable checks and drafts 
that 
represent 
fabulous 
sums 
of 
money, and getting them ready for the 
day force, which is the only one the 
public comes in contact with or ever 
hears about. 
If this work was not 
carried 
on 
Incessantly, 
the banks 
would soon be overwhelmed with a 
mountainous accumulation of detail. 
Two shifts—the “scouting force,” 
as they call 
themselves—work 
be­ 
tween 5 in the afternoon and 9 th© 
next morning. 
Each bank has a big 
drawer In the general postoffice. Mes­ 
sengers clear this of its letters every 
hour all night long. 
Three thousand 
letters a day Is th© average mall of 
one of these large banks. Two-thirds 
of It comes in during the night These 
letters, in the case of one of the big­ 
gest of these banks, contain from 36,- 
000 to 40,000 checks and drafts. 
At 
times these inclosures represent as 
much as $30,000,000. Rarely does the 
total fall below $20,000,000. 
The letters are opened as fast as 
they are received, the 
checks are 
counted, and the totals verified with 
the footings of the lists. 
The letters 
are then stamped, which shows that 
they have been “proved In,” as the 
banks call it. 
After that they are 
turned over to th© clerks who send 
out the formal acknowledgments of 
the remittances they contain. 
Th© 
various checks are assorted to the 
numbers of the books in which they 
are to be entered and otherwise; the 
sight drafts are grouped according to 
the routes of the bank's messengers, 
; and all is made ready for turning the 
night’s accumulation over to the day 
1 force, so it may be handled by it as

Graham flour or whoa 
meal is usually made from soft winter wheats. Sifting wheat 
meal to remove the coarser particles was tin* first step to ware 
the making of white flour, the use of which has rapidly in 
creased with the progress of the years.

later rolh r-process methods of milling has continued the es 
nerd Jal feature of the earlier schemes in separating the bran 
from the interior of the grain; but it has materially improved 
the bread flours in common use until tin* standard flours from 
hard wheat carry more protein than almost any graham flour 
in the market thirty years ago, and as much as many now 
offered for sale. 
Newer methods of agriculture have assisted 
in increasing the gluten content of wheat flour through the al­ 
tered composition of the newer varieties of the cereal. 
The most reliable experiments made from the different 
types of flour show that standard patent process flour contains 
more available nutrition and energy than either graham or 
whole wheat flour, These facts have lately been supplemented 
by English statistics. 
They show that with respect 
to

availability of their total energy tin* breads differ little*; with 
regard to the* protean there is a slight advantage on the side 
of the* white bread. Ho far as dige*stibilify is coneerneel, there 
is no justification for extreme statements as to the advantages 
or disadvantages possessed by different kineis of bread of the 
commoner types. The gratifying facts is that flour of all kinds 
is an economical food even at the* present prices.
